Wichita, Kan., J^or. t4.— A hunting 
paity conaiating of Hamp Stone, U. C. 
houghlatfl, fllttttua beyaton and Alex 
Aakew, citiiana of AsUand, went down 
into the atrip a f«w dava ago on a hont- 
in|r expedition. They bad permita from 
the deputy uia shai. They went into 
camp Uaiurday, thirty miles southwest 
of Caldwell, iievan Indian acoota soon 
appeared and ordarad tiieni oat of the' 
stnp.

Eighth infantry, in 
command of tne troops at Boaebud 
agency, has teleg aphed the department 
commander that the Indians • at that 
agency are detinant and that he will 
need more troops in order to sustain any 
offensive oi)eiaiions. Additional trans- 
portation had been ordered to supply the 
vapip with forces and subsistence. The 
situation is I ecomingmoreserionsdiiily.

Minneapolis, Nov. 84.— A Blunt, 8. 
Dak.. Special to The Tribane says 
Benjamin aad BtnuHrd Bowers, who 
had Ih en with the Midland railroad sur 
veymg outfit, returned to Blunt at ' 
p m. yestertlay. They rejKjrt that at 
about 11 o'clock Friday night, while 
camped about eighty miles west of 
E^erre, the camp was surrounded by 
about fifty Indians, painted andeuuipiml 
for war. ai d with hideous veils and 
flourisiiing their gOius, war clubs, eic 
cut their way through the tentt and 
bounced in and out. without doing any 
tiodily harm.

REACHING A CRISIS. 

Bvary Movement of the UoetUaa Carefull} 
Watehad. 

Pine Ridoe Aqkncy, S. Dak.— Nov. 
24 — Tlie situation is certainly grave. 
The trouble is slowlj- reaching a ciisis. 
Tho danger of the Indians camping in a 
circle about the agency became so ap- 
parent Saturday night that orders were 
iasoed yesterday for them to move to a 
barren sandy plain at the foot of the 
tattttes to the north and along Wolf 
creek. In these places they will all be 
within the range of the Gatliug and 
Hotchkisa gims. 

About noon the criers of the differtmt 
bands called out to the Indians to strike 
their tenis and round up their horse-, 
and move to the new camping ground. 
The change was made within an hour 
aiui a half. Ttien it ^as discovered that 
nearly ever>' tepee sheltered a carbine 
or a Winchester, but uo effort was made 
to contiscate these aims. 

Agent Royer h&s also received author- 
ity irom W^ashingtou to hire one hun- 
dred si-outs. The camp for miles around 
is now patrolled night and day by Sioux 
policemen, who are armed with Win- 
chesters and who aife watching the 
movements of the hostiles. 

Over 34,000 lou- ds of ammunition 
have come for the troopers of the Ninth 
c a\ alry and 60,000 for the Gatlmg and 
Hotchkiss guns.

1 have really no 
information t^i go fiuther than that the 
orders were received from headquarters 
at Wjishingtun, and I have U'ted ac- 
cordingly. '"

Since 
the H(lvt^iit i)f the McICinl»'y bill tlii« sl.i- 
pie ariicle li:<8 ad vanct-t'd 50 per rent., 
and as shortly as three days after the 
tariff hill |ia!>Red, Abe, Block A Co., the 
well-known Vine street clothiers, in pur- 
chasing a bale of eanv mf, were fompelled 
to pay an advance of $30 a bale. 

"American manafartarers of battons 
appeared before the House committt^e 
and claimed that if protected by a auffi- 
dent tariff tbay wonid ba able to com- 
pete with French manufacturers of pearl 
buttons. The duty wna in consfquence 
made so heavy that but few were import* 
ed, and as the minufiicnrers f.tiled eo far 
to market their product, that artii le has 
beeome quite scarce and will not be need 
at extensively as formerly on rammer 
clothing.

man, haa been almost entirely withdrawn 
from the market, aa the duty, which has 
heretofore been 80 per cent , h is been 
advanced to 145 per cent. Moleskin, a 
eoft-flnish but very stout fabric, used very 
extensively in the manafactare of sum- 
mer pants, and which is also made in 
Scotland, haeeufTered likewise. 

"Of coanw it is claimed by the adher- 
ante of the McKinley bill that this very 
tbinit of a high tariff will advance the 
maaufacturing of these articles at home, 
bot aa we have naitber tba raw material 
nor the skilled labor to do so now, we 
must pay the advanced tariff prices until 
oar mannfaotarers are ready to market 
their products, which will then, no doubt, 
even exceed the price of the imported 
arttela.'' ,

be neoeasary, but. the king s partial re- 
corerr aeemea to remove that necessity. 
His affliction was softening of the brain, 
and he was unusually quiet and almost 
comatose, but at times displayed great 
mental exdtement. 

Notwithstanding his notorious oOui- 
tial ialidelititw, Queen Emma has shown 
the vtmoet tenderness toward her slow- 
ly dying husband, ao that the Prince oi 
NMaau spoke of her a f^w days ago, in 
an addreae to the Lnxembouig cham 
bers as "that angel of devotion at bis 
(the King's! bedside". With William 
in dies tlie direct male representation 
of the great hoiue of Orange. He wait 
the son of Wilham II, but only ccmnect- 
ed oollaterallv with the famous Williani 
III of Enghiiid. 

The late kiug was bom in 1817 and 
nMjr have inherited his insanity from 
the Emperor Paul, of Russia, to whom 
he was related on the maternal ttide.
